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This bill allows a member of the military who fails a skills or road test to retake the test before the end 

of the mandated practice period, if the person is in active service and (1) is stationed outside of 

Minnesota or  (2) is required to report to duty outside of Minnesota before the end of the practice period.  

The bill requires the license applicant to present acceptable documentation to the Department of Public 

Safety to demonstrate eligibility for the exemption.
